A PINCH OF SALT

Ye are the salt of the earth. But if salt 
loses its strength, what can make it salt 
again? It is good for nothing but to be 
thrown away and trodden underfoot. 
(Matthew 5:13.) 


IHESE TIMELESS worDs of Jesus 

were spoken to His followers. 
His meaning is clear and inescap- 
able: Christians are to be the pre- 
serving element in society, and if so- 
ciety rots it is because the salt has 
lost its strength. 

Too often you and I are prone to 
excuse ourselves and fix the blame 
for failure elsewhere; but try as we 
may, we cannot explain away the 
words of Jesus. To no one else but 
His church did He say, “Ye are the 
salt.” 

In olden days, when salt lost its 
strength, it became useless except to 
be thrown on the housetops to pre- 
vent leaks. And since the housetops 
were used as gathering places, the 
people trampled upon it. 

Salt represented what Jesus wants 
you to be in the world — a seasoning 
and preserving influence. 

As you know, a pinch of salt is 
effective out of all proportion to its 
amount. It adds taste to food. So it 
is quality more than quantity that 
does God’s work in the world. Even 
though you are just one, you can 
lend “taste” to life around you; you 
can also arrest the corrupting power 
of evil. 


UCH RESPONSIBILITY involves both 
faith and practice in Christian ex- 
perience. The Apostle James makes 
clear that one without the other is the 
difference between a “salty” Chris- 
tian and a pseudo Christian. Says 
the Apostle, “Be ye doers of the word, 
and not hearers only, deceiving your 
own selves.” 
As a tule of life, a person’s beliefs 


and practices cannot be at cross- 





purposes. If they are, according to the 
plain statement of the Apostle James, 
that person is “deceiving” himself. 
In other words, he is just “kidding” 
himself. 

He is kidding himself if he is con- 
tent merely to hear the Word of God 
and accept it only to the point where 
it demands practical obedience. 

“The most frequent hearing of the 
Word of God,” someone said, “can- 
not avail anything unless at the same 
time it secures the doing of it. To 
hear a sermon every day in the week, 
even if an angel were the preacher, 
would not bring a soul to heaven.” 

N MATTHEW, CHAPTER SEVEN, Jesus 
Himself emphasized the necessity 
of both hearing and doing. “Whoso- 
ever heareth these sayings of mine, 
and doeth them” ... this He said is 
saving faith. “Every one that heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them not” ...this He said is passive 
believism. Both classes hear the 
Word, but the difference is to be 
found in those who practice it. Only 
the doer is promised an inheritance in 
the kingdom. 

Jesus taught that true saving faith 
always manifests itself in love and 
obedience to God. In John 14:23, 
24, He said: “If a man love me, he 
will keep my words. ...He that loveth 
me not keepeth not my sayings.” 

To this John adds, “And this is 
love, that we walk after his command- 
ments.” (II John 6.) Again, “For 
this is the love of God, that we keep 
his commandments: and His com- 
mandments are not grevious.” (I 
John 5:3.) 

In other words, as Hyman Appel- 
man points out, “salvation is devo- 
tion” — devotion to the person and to 
the interests of Jesus Christ with the 
intensity of heart as a true wife for a 
true husband.

e Many people are wondering who backed the recent attempt to invade 
Castro's Cuba ... and why. The fiasco, whether mere bungling or delib- 
erate, only served to strengthen Castro's position and to bring U. S. 
prestige to an all-time low. ... Federal officials deny any connection 
with the effort. A hands-off policy was avowed and a warning issued 
to Russia not to intervene. But the truth of this announced position has 
been boldly questioned at home and abroad. Obviously the invasion, 
even though it turned out to be a fiasco, could not have been undertaken 
without powerful assistance from some source. 

Could the official denial then simply mean that we were not actually 
sending American armed forces to Cuban soil; that we were aiding and 
abetting the refugees under cover? If so, only one sad conclusion seems 
possible: America is resorting to the same deceitful methods employed 
by the Communists. 

Is that our foreign policy? Has America nothing more to offer the 
world? It is time people began asking a few questions before this country 
becomes hopelessly entangled in a mesh of lies from which it can never 
escape. That would be the end of America. 

Many are fearful that the first strands in such a design have already 
been woven into the ugly pattern. Let us demand that our foreign rep- 
resentatives and public officials stop lying before it is too late. We 
should be honest in our dealings at all times, even with Russia. Without 
honor there can be no America! ... We should recall to mind the lines 
from the greatest bard in the English language: 

“Oh, what a troubled web we weave, 
When first we practice to deceive.” 


e According to press reports, Congressman Hiestand of California has 
introduced a resolution in the U.S. House of Representatives, calling for 
an investigation of the avalanche of vilification of the John Birch Society. 
The Congressman wants to know who called the signals. One would 
be awfully naive not to believe the whole thing was a planned attack. 

If a committee of Congress does investigate, it will find that the 
campaign got its start from an article in the official Communist news- 
paper, People’s World, in San Francisco, February 25, 1961. Both the 
Society and the film Operation Abolition are under fire for realistic, finger- 
pointing, fact-digging anti-Communism. Left-wingers usually ignore those 
who are merely against Communism in general. Get specific and you 
get the smear treatment. 

Informed observers know that the John Birch Society is made up of 
solid, influential Americans. Some of the best informed men of integrity 
and patriotism are included in its 28-man Council. 


e Did Yuri Gagarin orbit or didn’t he? The Soviets may have pulled 
one of the biggest ‘scientific’ hoaxes ever perpetrated in the history of 
mankind. Something seems to be rotten — not in Denmark — but in 
Russian scientific circles. 
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Pravda says Yuri saw the earth enveloped by a “light blue haze” 
when the astronaut peeked out the porthole. But at the same time, 
Russian scientists, visiting in Italy, announced Yuri couldn't have seen 
anything because there was no porthole. ... Then Yuri's account of land- 
ing back on earth was mystifying, to say the least. Official Russian 
news accounts said Yuri landed on both feet, gently, by parachute. But 
radio announcements said “he felt the space ship gently hit the ground 
and then crawled out smiling.” The Daily Worker of London reported the 
astronaut had made his earth-circling jaunt two days before. 


Speculation in the U. S. is that Yuri didn’t get off the ground, that the 
Russians faked the whole thing for propaganda purposes to make the 
U. S. look farther behind in the space race than it actually is. Only 
time and official investigation will tell whether Yuri’s space caper was 
a bill of propaganda goods. 


¢ Don't look for a cease-fire in Laos soon. The Russians have already 
reneged on the British proposal advanced by the U. S. Prospects are 
that Communist China will complicate the picture in the Far East; wants 
to see the fighting, or skirmishing, continue. The U. S. cannot afford to 
get involved in another Korea, and Laos presents an ideal Communist 
trap. Negotiation seems to offer the best “out,” although it means sur- 
render to Communism. 


¢ Here are some pertinent questions on the issue of federal aid to 
parochial schools. Is the opposition of the Kennedy administration on 
constitutional grounds merely a “feint’ for political reasons? Should 
Congress refuse to okay federal funds for parochial schools, will such a 
“victory” cause the general public to become complacent about the issue 
of Church and State? Think of the political hay Kennedy and his political 
supporters could make next election: “Look, we kept a minority group 
from getting any school money. You have nothing to fear on this issue.” 
It's a good political talking point. What the public fails to take into ac- 
count is that parochial schools will undoubtedly get millions of dollars 
through oblique methods, such as loans, etc. 


¢ Ina copyrighted interview with an American newspaperman, Khrush- 
chev is reported to have said that the Soviets have never done any under- 
ground testing of atomic weapons. When asked why, the Soviet boss 
replied that small, tactical atomic weapons do not fit in with Soviet 
planning. In the event of war, he said, the Communists will reply on the 
biggest, most destructive weapons. Khrushchev derided tactical weapons 
as expensive and virtually useless, except in small wars and to enrich 
the munitions makers. 


¢ According to reliable sources, a mood of deep gloom and pessimism 
hangs over the United Nations after its worst, most disunited session in 
15 years. From the Khrushchev visit in September, to the Cuban fiasco 
in April, the U.N. has undergone a dismal time threatening its survival. 


One observer reports that only Communist diplomats are saying 
with good reason for their side, that this was a “good” session for the U.N. 
“The United Nations is a graveyard,” declared the foreign minister of a 
newly-admitted African nation. ‘The trend is to mob action and dema- 
goguery,”’ a veteran Asian ambassador is quoted as saying. ... Alert 
observers fear the worst as they see U.S. voting strength dwindle on each 
issue.

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Riots in San Francisco 
ee. One year ago 


ORE THAN A DOZEN ministers were 

in attendance at the congression- 

al hearings of the House Un-Amer- 

ican Activities Committee in San 

Francisco on May 12 and 13 in the 
supervisor's chamber in the city hall. 

What we witnessed was utterly 
fantastic. 

The shameful demonstration 
against law and order and against this 
duly constituted committee of the 
Congress defies description. 

We sat in the rear of the room on 
a raised platform where we could 
easily discern who were the master- 
minds of the mob riots. 

It is our certain conviction that this 
indefensible demonstration against 
law and order was conceived, planned 
and directed by a few hard-core Com- 
munist agitators, carrying out their 
textbook orders on insurrection with 
classic success. Leaders of the mob 
included faculty members and well- 
known leftist lawyers for the fifth- 


amendment Communists. 


E WERE SITTING where we were 

able to observe the giving of in- 
structions by the riot ‘ee who had 
gained access to the room. 

The Daily Californian, which was 
distributed widely at the scene, gave 
explicit instructions on the front page 
of the Thursday issue on exactly how 
to harass the Committee. They were 


told to laugh out loud at every inci- 
dent that appeared to be amusing in 
order to make the Congressmen look 
ridiculous. These  well-disciplined 
mobsters laughed on the dotted line 
and obeyed their masters to the last 
jeer. 

We watched a national committee- 
man for the party line up a dozen 
Communists near the railing and 
throw every sneer, invective, abusive 
language, vile profanity, and fiendish 
charge at the Congressmen they 
could conceive. 

For nearly 15 minutes at one point, 
this lawless crowd of students from 
the university, together with their 
party cadres, had the chambers almost 
in their control. The students, com- 
prising the rear third of the audience, 
stood up on their seats and yelled, 
jeered, hissed and scoffed at the Con- 
gressmen. It was almost complete 
breakdown of law and order. 

We witnessed more violations of 
the law in 15 minutes than we have 
seen in 15 years! Our only criticism 
of the police authorities was to allow 
this element to make such a mockery 
out of law and order, without jailing 
every one of the leaders. 


HE HEIGHT OF their devilish hypoc- 
risy was reached when they had 
the consummate nerve to profane the

One year ago this month, riots occurred in San Francisco during the

The episode has since become an occasion for nation-wide controversy.

FIGHTING THE STARS 


“The stars in their courses fought against 


Sisera” (Judges 5:20). 


AVE YOU LEARNED how to keep in 

step with the stars — how to move 
in line with the mighty hosts of 
heaven? The fourth and fifth chap- 
ters of Judges tell the story of a man 
who stumbled over the stars. Sisera 
was not worse than Barak. Indeed, 
he was a greater general. He was a 
victorious general. His armies had 
been the winning armies. Not so 
Barak’s. Moreover, Barak was a 
coward; he would not go up to battle 
unless the Prophetess Deborah went 
with him. I think any military strat- 
egist would have chosen Sisera over 
Barak. 

What was also on the side of 
Sisera was the fact that he possessed 
chariots and horsemen and organized 
armed forces. He had the war ma- 
chine. So you must write Sisera’s 
name above that of Barak on the 
score card as the two men face the 
coming battle. 

It is certain that Sisera was not so 
false and diabolic as Jael, the woman 
who found the fleeing general weary 
and famished and invited him into 
her tent, only to drive a nail through 
his temple while he slept. However 
unworthy Sisera may have been, no 
such crime had ever been recorded 
against him. 

And yet the battle went against 
Sisera. He was a defeated man be- 
fore the battle started, though he 
knew it not. The Prophetess Deb- 
orah knew it. I heard the Christian 
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The most important thing in life is to 


know that you are moving 


in the direction that God is moving 


Chinese, I Hsin Liu, once. say: 
“When God is involved, the battles 
of the centuries are not necessarily 
won with chariots.” And in the bat- 
tle recorded in Judges four, God was 
very definitely involved. 


The Background for Defeat 

The character of Sisera’s cause was 
his downfall. I am a Southerner, and 
according to my way of thinking, no 
greater man came out of the Civil 
War than Robert E. Lee. The son 
of a Yankee soldier has written an 
American history and declared Rob- 
ert E. Lee the greatest all-round man 
of his generation. He was scholar, 
statesman, Christian, soldier, strat- 
egist, patriot, neighbor, man. Then 
why did he not win? His cause could 
not win with God in the field. The 
cause of Robert E. Lee was his em- 
barrassment. 

My wife handed me a quotation 
the other day. Here it is: “The wis- 
dom of the ages is to find out which 
way God is moving and move with 
Him.” That is what Sisera did not 
do. That is what Robert E. Lee did 
not do. But some good Southerner 
may say, “The South fought for 
States’ Rights.” Yes, that is the way 
it started, but not the way it ended. 
Slavery got into the picture. We in 
the South might have moved with 
God in the demand for states’ rights, 
but not in our struggle for slavery. 
The moment slavery was involved, 
God was going in the other direction. 

I recently heard a man say that if 
the military strategists of the world 


would write down the name of the 
greatest military man of all history, 
they possibly would write the name 
of Napoleon. Yes, the little Corsican 
possibly would head the list. And yet 
he lost at Waterloo to a man virtually 
unknown then and unknown now in 
the field of military strategy. And 
tight there some of us have made a 
discovery. We have discovered that 
it was not the Duke of Wellington 
who defeated Napoleon at Water- 
loo. The trouble with Napoleon was 
that God was moving in the other 
direction. 


The Invisible Conflict 

Possibly the world’s greatest puzzle 
is what happened to the Roman Em- 
pire in the early centuries of the 
Christian Era. We have a habit of 
saying almost lightly that the prim- 
itive Christian Church, unarmed, 
overthrew the Roman Empire, proud 
mistress of land and sea. Historically, 
that is true. Do you know why it is 
true? The early Christians had no 
swords. From the day that Peter put 
his weapon in the scabbard at the 
Garden gate, we read of no Christian 
sword lifted against Rome. But Rome 
crashed as though ten thousand 
bombers had emptied tons of ex- 
plosives upon her. Rome undertook 
to stand in the way of an invincible 
army that once a prophet prayed the 
eyes of his servant might behold. The 
thing that Rome could not under- 
stand was that her generals could 
not see that army as it marched. 
Rome was marching one way, and 
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the invisible hosts of God were 
marching the other way, and they 
met. That is all. 


And so it was with Sisera. He 
knew his chariots. They were su- 
perior to the chariots of Barak. He 
knew his army. His army was a 
better army than the one which fol- 
lowed Barak. Sisera knew his own 
record. Behind him were victories. 
Behind Barak’s army was defeat. But 
Sisera did not know the direction 
God was taking that historic day at 
Mount Tabor. And now I see him 
fleeing afoot, fleeing for his life, with 
certain death lurking ahead. And 
Deborah the prophetess is tuning her 
harp. The song is in her throat. 
Listen to her sing: “They fought 
from heaven; the stars in their courses 
fought against Sisera.” 


“The stars” — not the heavenly 
bodies, but the God of heaven Him- 


self — fought against His enemies! 


There are some things I would like 
to know today. Are we fighting from 
London or fighting from heaven? 
Are we fighting from Washington or 
from heaven? Which way is God 
moving? That settles it. This great 
moment in the history of a tangled 
world is a moment to determine the 
direction of God and to catch step. 


Pivotal Moments in History 


There have been great moments in 
history. It was a great moment when 
Christ stood before Pilate. A million 
mothers might have named_ their 
babies Pontius Pilate, after one of the 
greatest judges of all history, had 
he only joined the stars that day. I 
do not propose now to discuss the 
deeper meaning of those moments, 
but I do mean to say that when 
Pilate turned the Lord Jesus Christ 
over to the mob, he found the stars 
bearing down upon him. Pilate was 
doomed. He had failed to discover 
which way God was moving and to 
catch step.

Who knows 
what history would have been if he 
had marched out and escorted Israel 
over into their Land of Promise? 
The whitened bones of Pharaoh and 
his rusty chariot wheels lay along the 
sands of the Red Sea to me to 
the sea gulls and the great white 
cranes that the days of the Pharaohs 
were numbered. He failed to dis- 
cover the march of God and to fall 
in line. 

What a roll I could call of those 
who truly did join the stars! Abra- 
ham, Moses, Paul, Luther, Wesley, 
Moody, Billy Sunday. It would fa 
and exhaust a dozen voices to cal 
that roll — men who sensed the di- 
rections of God; men who dared to 
take God’s path; men who walked 
with Him. 

And what does this direction taken 
by the “stars” mean to you? The su- 
preme choice is yours individually. 
Solemnly, I warn you that all your 
background and preparation and pre- 
vious usefulness will be absolutely 
worthless if you fail to move in line 
with God’s purpose from this mo- 
ment onward. God could set you 
aside in an instant, and you would 
learn what it means to fight against 
the stars of God. But all the powers 
of earth and all the principalities in 
the heavenlies cannot keep you from 
success if you set your will in line

Human effort, by itself, against 
entrenched evil is mere child’s 
play, and so often becomes a part 
of the problem, not a part of the 
cure. 


SRAEL ONCE HAD a king by the 

name of Amaziah. When the 
Edomites threatened to destroy his 
nation, Amaziah marched out in 
the name and strength of Jehovah 
and won a decisive victory. But in 
defending his people against the 
enemy, he took on the ways of the 
enemy. He adopted some of their 
ideas. He became an idolater! 

Aren't we seeing an element of 
the same thing taking place today? 
In the process of warring against 
the enemy of righteousness, haven't 
we imitated some of the enemy's 
ways? 

We are, more than we like to 
admit, using weak human efforts 
to counteract evil instead of march- 
ing out in the power and demon- 
stration of the Holy Spirit. We 
are fighting with purely material 
weapons instead of spiritual weap- 
ons. We have adopted methods 
that are totally human in design, 
which if we are not careful will 
lead to overcoming evil with evil.

NCE AS WE watched the move- 
ment of ships in a harbor, we 
saw a flat-bottomed barge an- 
chored near the docks, fully loaded. 
A passing seaman told us that it 
carried raw material to the mills 
up the river. We thought, How 
could that barge, which has ‘no 
power or rudder of its own, move 
against the strong current of the 
river? 

The answer soon came when a 
trim little tugboat nosed into posi- 
tion alongside. Lines were secured, 
engines turned over and the trip 
began. 

The word Comforter, which 
Jesus used to describe the Holy 
Spirit, means “one who comes 
alongside to help.” His power en- 
ables us to move against the cur- 
rents of life. He enacts the mighty 
works of Christ through us and en- 
dues our testimony with power. 
He teaches us the deep things of 
God and equips us for our calling 
in life. 

As a Spirit-filled believer, we 
do not have to remain static, nor 
rest solely upon form or tradition; 
but we can live in a vital experl- 
ence that is ever renewing itself 
with need. 

The promise of Jesus to His fol- 
lowers was, “I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with 
you for ever.”

HE PLIGHT OF many churches is

We do not have to choose between 
freezing or frying. Certainly most of 
the saints do need defrosting. One 
thing can stop Niagara — it can 
freeze! The same trouble stops many 
a church. Deep-freeze lockers are 
nothing new. We have had some on 
street corners with steeples on top 
for years. 

We could stand a little emotion 
nowadays. The World Series base- 
ball games almost stop business in 
many sections of our land, so intense 
is the interest. If a revival so inter- 
fered with our normal processes, you 
would hear the complaint that we 
were going crazy. Indeed, that was 
a complaint made during the Welsh 
Revival. A spell of that kind of in- 
sanity would be welcome, some of us 
feel! 


The Bible is one long record of men 
and women who dared to be utterly 
ridiculous in order to prove God. To- 
day we are afraid to prove God. We 
borrow the world’s program and pep 
and propaganda and paraphernalia 
and personnel. We have developed 
in our Christian work the go-getter 
salesman type who “goes” more than 
he “gets,” hunched over tables in 
cafeterias “making contacts” instead

Individuality, hard work and perseverance 


may be a part of the old-fashioned 


copybook maxims, but they are time-proven virtues

T IS OFTEN SAID that to be success- 
ful you must have half a dozen 
college degrees and, most important, 
you a, to know the right people; 
that ability, perseverance and initia- 
tive do not count so much. 


Those statements can be disproved 
by a thumbnail sketch of the life of 
one of many outstanding Americans, 
whose shining example puts such 
nonsense to shame. 


First of all, he didn’t start by being 
born into a wealthy family; it was 


just a plain New England household.

As he progressed through his school 
days his interests turned more and 
more toward the law so that when he 
graduated into higher education, he 
took up the subject at a university 
law school. He graduated with flying 
colors and went to work with a law 
firm in Boston, Massachusetts. 

Here again it wasn’t a case of being 
invited to be a partner right away; he 
had to do what thousands have done 
before — start at the bottom of the 
ladder. And anybody who has worked 
his way up in a law firm can appre- 
ciate that the beginner's work is any- 


thing but romantic and inspiring. To 
be blunt, it’s rather boring. 

So this young man decided to go 
into politics, and easily won election 
from his home district to the Massa- 
chusetts House of Representatives. 

It was in this public auditorium 
that he started to show his ability as 
a speaker. So intense was his deter- 
mination to know all about his sub- 
ject before he spoke, when he did 
make a speech, others listened. As 
time went on he became a master of 


the spoken word. 


Years went sy and he finally be- 

came a junior partner in the firm 
which, in any facet of the business 
world, is an accomplishment. 

Soon thereafter one of the senior 
partners died and he was drafted to 
substitute in an important meeting of 
the board of directors of a large com- 
pany. He was called upon to give his 
views, and he made such an sai 
speech, knew his topic so thoroughly, 
and had so many new and convincing 
suggestions, that he was instantly 
tabbed by the board to be considered 
in the future for chief executive in 
that organization. 

In due course the grim reaper re- 
moved the head of the concern and 
the board of directors immediately 
appointed this man to the post. 

Then started his career, which will 
go down in the history of that large 
organization as a period when its 
name was respected, its decisions 
in the field became precedents, and 
all other companies made it a point 
to follow, with very little change, 
the decisions on business policy a 
indoctrinated in his own company.

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He was a successful chief execu- 
tive because during his reign the com-

In fact, during 
that 20 year period, the firms could 
have handled five times the volume 
that was handled, but his strategy 
was to make a profit — not merely to 
become the largest corporation in 
America — something the stock- 
holders found to be very satisfactory. 


E was ONE of those rare individ- 

uals who could talk on practically 
anything, if given reasonable notice 
of time, place and subject. 

Of course, it is only natural that 
he had fellow executives in other 
companies who did not see eye to eye 
with his methods, his decisions and 
policies, and no doubt in some in- 
stances there was a little jealousy, be- 
cause of his ability to speak, but he 
paid no attention to them and kept 
right on going. 

As with all things, the day finally 
arrived for this man to retire. After 
such an active and successful life, 
did he just sit in the rocking chair 
on the porch and slowly fade away? 
Not this man. He went back to his 
second love, namely, politics, and be- 
came Massachusett’s Senator. 

That is not an easy thing to do 
for a man who has spent his whole 
life in the business world, but here 
again he was successful. He put his 
full energies into the job and swept 
all opposition before him until each 
election found him without competi- 
tion. He would have won regardless 
of who ran against him. 


This man’s successful career of 
hard work and initiative is a good 
example to indicate in this great land: 
of ours that today there is still oppor- 
tunity for a repeat performance by all 
those who are wondering what they 
will do after graduation from their 
respective schools or colleges. 

Things haven't really changed 
much in modern automated offices -— 
the “button” who gets ahead will 
still be the one with the most push. 
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Is youth today being robbed

Dr. Charles Banning has truth- 
fully remarked: “The future of Amer- 
ica lies not in the hands of states- 
men, politicians, businessmen, edu- 
cators or preachers. The future of 
this country lies in the hands and 
hearts of mothers of the coming gen- 
eration. 

“If they fail to have in their own 
lives, truth, goodness and beauty, 
or if they fail to inspire it in the 
lives of their children, then we are 
doomed. Not science, invention, in- 
dustry or big business, but the art 
of mothering is the key.” 


GENEROUS GIVER was asked how it

NCC ATTACKS FILM — 
“OPERATION ABOLITION” 


HE NationaL Councit of the 

Churches of Christ in the U.S.A., 
in a series of developments in recent 
months, has found itself getting deep- 
er and deeper into very serious con- 
troversy. 

The meeting cf the General Board 
in Syracuse, N.Y., last February, re- 
vealed on one hand a defensive coun- 
cil and on the other hand an aggres- 
sive council. 

The defensive aspect was seen es- 
pecially in Dr. James E. Wagner's 
appeal for “consultations between” 
liberals and conservatives and his ef- 
fort to present the Council’s economic 
pronouncements in the tradition of 
the Prophet Amos.

“true to the Bible.” The National 
Council is not, and the people are be- 
ginning to see it. 

The aggressive action, of course, 
came in the attack upon the film, 
“Operation Abolition,” and this is go- 
ing to do the Council untold damage.

CCORDING TO THE REPORT in the 

New York Times, the Council 
said that the “film does not contribute 
to a realistic understanding of Com- 
munism and its dangers to the United 
States.” 

But J. Edgar Hoover, Chief of the 
FBI, thinks that it does contribute to 
a realistic understanding. And, fur- 
thermore, he insists that the riots in 
San Francisco, which the film reports, 
were Communist-inspired, Commu- 
nist-led, and that college students 
were duped into doing what the 
Communists wanted them to do. 

The National Council further 
questions “the accuracy and value of 
the film.” The film is accurate and its 
value in alerting the American people 
is a demonstrated fact. 

What the nec is disturbed about 
is that the people are waking up to 
the nature of the Communist threat 
and are not willing to accept the ecu- 
menical program of peaceful coex- 
istence. 


HE RESOLUTION of the Council 
further emphasized “its opposition 
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to and repugnance for Communism 
and the activities of Communist sym- 

thizers.” But the Council in its 
beedlecchip cannot be very much op- 
posed to Communism or even Com- 
munist sympathizers when it advo- 
cates peaceful coexistence. 

You cannot be at peace with Com- 
munism and coexisting with it on a 

aceful basis and at the same time 
a opposed to it. This is the contra- 
diction, the dialectic, which is the 


National Council’s program as it at- 
tempts to appease the anti-Commu- 
nists and to promote the pro-Commu- 
nist cause at the same time. 

On this score, however, the Na- 
tional Council of Churches has run 
straight into the whole testimony and 
position of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, headed by J. Edgar 
Hoover. It has also run directly into 
the excellent reports and standing of 
the House Committee itself. 


WHAT ABOUT “OPERATION ABOLITION”? 
ASKS AN OKLAHOMA NEWSPAPER 


VER THE PAST several months hun- 

dreds of thousands of Americans 
have had the privilege of viewing the 
film, “Operation Abolition.” Every 
American ought to see it. It is the 
filmed documentary of the Commu- 
nist-inspired riots last May in San 
Francisco during scheduled hearings 
of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee.

Foundations of Freedom

Two youncsTers from London 
were enjoying a holiday in the 

country. They romped and played 
until they were completely worn out. 
They threw themselves down on the 
cool green grass and lay watching 
the clouds and the birds above the 
treetops. After a short silence one of 
the boys looked at the other in alarm. 

“What on earth is the matter with 
you?” he asked, “Why do you look 
so sad?” To which the sad one re- 
plied, “I was just thinking of those 
poor little birds up there. They 
haven't any cages!” He was sad be- 
cause the birds were not safe — in 
bondage — like boys and men under 
socialism. 

I am one of those horrible non- 
conformists who believes that when 
you trade freedom for security you 
pay too big a price. But apparently 
there are millions of people who do 
not think so, and thousands who 
naively believe you can have both, 
if you just elect the people who prom- 
ise them to you. 

The people to whom Isaiah ad- 
dressed his words in Isaiah 28 were 
the politicians of his day who in 
open defiance of Isaiah’s warnings 
had plotted a secret alliance with 
Egypt. They had defected to the 
enemy. 

Isaiah appeared in the midst of 
their rejoicing over the imagined 
security Egypt might give them to 
warn them again that only in God is 
there a sure defense. Their “cov- 
enant with death,” as he called it, 
would not save them. 

The bed they had made for them- 


selves would soon be seen to be too 
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short for them. The imagined bene- 
fits with which they were about to 
cover themselves would soon be seen 
to be too narrow. God would use 
their enemies to teach them what 
Isaiah had not been able to teach 
them. And they would soon awaken 
to find that they had neither security 
nor freedom. 

Isaiah reiterates his message of 
hope, however: “Therefore thus saith 
the Lord God, ‘Behold, I lay in Zion 
for a foundation a stone, a tried stone, 
a precious cornerstone, a sure foun- 
dation ... Judgment also will I lay 
to the line, a righteousness to the 
plummet: and the hail shall sweep 
away the refuge of lies, and the 
waters shall overflow the hiding 
place.” (Isaiah 28:16, 17.) 


HERE ARE AT LEAST four founda- 

tions of freedom. Whosoever 
scoffs at these foundations and builds 
on others cannot endure. The first 
of these is belief in and reliance upon 
God. 

Here is the tested stone, the pre- 
cious stone, the sure foundation of 
which Isaiah speaks. 

I do not expect to get much of an 
argument in response to that state- 
ment. But how easy it is to say we 
believe in God and then worship 
other gods ahead of him — to stamp 
on our coins, “In God we trust,” and 
then put our trust in political ideol- 
ogies that have over and over again 
proven to be beds too short and covers 
too narrow! 

The oyster is endowed with a 
ready-made house to live in. All he 
has to do is to open the doors of his 





house to take in his food and close 
them again to keep out his enemies. 
He would seem to have perfect secu- 
rity. Yet he is easy to catch, crush, 
and cook, and always ends up in the 
soup. 

The eagle, on the other hand, is 
peculiar among created things in an- 
other respect. When the winds blow, 
he neither fights nor runs. He simply 
sets his wings so the fury of the storm 
itself lifts him above the storm where, 
because his wings are strong, he re- 
mains “free as a bird.” And only the 
fool would pity the eagle because he 
isn’t an oyster. 

Yet in the last thirty years Ameri- 
cans have become so_ brainwashed 
by the idea that freedom always 
means freedom from something in- 
stead of freedom for something, that, 
like the oyster, we are in retreat from 
everything — want, worry, war, and 
work, too, if possible — and in pursuit 
of nothing but more comfortable 
cages with beds which are never long 
enough and covers which are not 
wide enough. Are we becoming a na- 
tion of oysters? 


HIS BRINGS ME to the second foun- 
dation of freedom which is con- 
stitutional government. 

No one denies that we have to 
have government and that we have to 
pay for it. (And thank God we still 
aren't getting all the government we 
pay for! When that happens we will 
be in bad shape.) But let us have 
a government that will be our servant 
and not our master. 

That’s what the framers of our 
Constitution intended our govern- 
ment to be. Those men were not only 
students of history. They were also 
victims of it. 

To make sure that we should never 
have to suffer the government tyr- 
anny from which they had fled, they 
created a government with these 
three unique characteristics: (1) The 
government's authority was limited to 
specific delegated powers. (2) All 
authority not so delegated remained 
with the states or the people. (3) The 
federal government's power was care- 
fully divided into three separate 
branches with specific duties and 
realms of influence, each to check 
and balance the others. 


The Defender 
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These men were still mindful of 
the Declaration of Independence. In 
that document, after stating the con- 
viction that men had certain “in- 
alienable rights” such as “life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness,” they 
made crystal clear what they thought 
the purpose of government was: “to 
secure these rights governments are 
instituted among men,” they said 
(emphasis added ). 

Then came the thirties and Mr. 
Roosevelt with his emergency powers 
and his new philosophy of govern- 
ment which he expressed in these 
words: “Government has the definite 
duty to use all its powers and resour- 
ces to meet new social problems with 
new social controls.” 

This he justified by saying that 
it was “to insure the average person 
the right to his own economic and 
political life, liberty, and pursuit of 
happiness.” 

This lip service to the Constitu- 
tion while tossing it into the discard 
kept people from seeing that you 
can’t protect man in the exercise of 
his legitimate liberties by imposing 
on him controls which destroy those 
liberties. 

So we launched on an era of social 
control utterly new to Americans. 
Those who received benefits kept 
voting for more and more of the same, 
for in those days it wasn’t quite so 
obvious that no President could give 
us what he didn’t either first take 
from us, or charge to our children 
and grandchildren. 

We invented a fascinating new 
parlor game in which we all stand 
in a circle, each with his hand in 
the next person’s pocket, all seek- 
ing to get richer thereby. 

So today, instead of the great god 
government protecting us from being 
tobbed by others, we may have a 
government which, if you vote right, 
promises to rob everybody else for 
your benefit. 

We don’t seem to see even yet that 
what one man gets without earning, 
another man must earn without get- 
ting, and that is not right, and be- 
cause it isn’t right a society so organ- 
ized cannot endure. 

He who has made “justice the line 
and righteousness the plummet” is 
Not apt to see justice in legalized pi- 
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racy, or righteousness in those who 
love to play God. 

In addition to repenting the sin 
of making a god of government we 
need to repent the sin of playing god 
ourselves. 


THIRD FOUNDATION OF freedom is 
Christian ethics. 

I see five ethical problems con- 

fronting us — problems about which 


the Church has no right to be silent. 


1. If it is wrong for a politician 
to buy votes with his own money, 
what makes him a great humanitar- 
ian to be backed by the churches 
when he buys millions of votes with 
other people’s money? 

Is bribery in one case right, and 
the other wrong? If so, what makes 
it so? 

2. If it was wrong for a few plun- 
derers, or “robber barons,” to enrich 
themselves at the expense of others 
(as happened during the “Gilded 
Age” of our history), how can it 
be right, and therefore worthy of 
our backing, for laborers to be kept 
secure in jobs at which they refuse 
to work? 

Is it wrong for the few to rob the 
many and right for the many to rob 
the few? Or is robbery still robbery 
no matter who commits it? Or does 
how we commit the crime make the 
difference? 

If you think it does, that brings up 
our third problem: 

3. Why is it wrong to take what 
belongs to another with a bullet in 
a gun but right to do it with a ballot 
in an election? Does making a thing 
legal make it right? 

4. Can we delegate our responsibil- 
ity for wrongdoing by electing those 
to public office who will do wrong 
for us? Who is guilty when we vote 
for the man who promises to rob 
collective Peter to pay our selected 
Paul? 

5. Is it right or is it wrong for us 
as churches, or as combinations of 
churches, to pass resolutions and lob- 
by for programs which obliterate the 
relationship between reward and ef- 
fort, which destroy human dignity by 
making half the people victims of 
piracy and the other half victims of 
charity, and which smother initiative 
and self-reliance by replacing them

Either we have done a lot of fuzzy 
thinking in this area of Christian 
ethics as it applies to social action, 
or we have merely swallowed pack- 
aged propaganda programs appealing 
to our sympathies for first this seg- 
ment of society and then that, with- 
out thinking at all. 


F I were the devil and wanted to 

turn America Communist, I think 
I would go about it something like 
this: 

I would cultivate among the peo- 
ple the idea that the individual is 
nothing, the indiscriminate mass of 
people everything. I would also seek 
to convince Americans that God and 
Christian ethics and an honest desire 
to make one’s own way in the world 
are old-fashioned. 

I would get elected to office on the 
promise of helping everybody at 
someone else’s expense. 

Then I'd treat the Constitution 
as a sort of handbook on the philos- 
ophy of government to be referred 
to only if it served my purpose. 

I would increase the size and scope 
of government in every way possible, 
going into every conceivable business 
in competition with established enter- 
prises, paying the state’s business los- 
ses out of the treasury. I would try to 
keep hidden how this could lead at 
the right time to the nationalization 
of industry. 

I would create a government strong 
enough to give its citizens everything 
they want. Thus I could create a 
government strong enough to take 
from them ev erything they have. 

By a combination of riflation and 
taxes I would rob the very people I 
pretended to help until, if they ever 
should want to return to freedom, 
they couldn’t but would be complete- 
ly dependent on the State. 

Next, I would gradually raise the 
taxes to 100 per cent of income (we 
are one-third of the way there now) 
so that the State could have it all.

It is because I am interested in peo- 
ple that I don’t like what I see hap- 
pening to them. 

While we boast that “we are rich 
and have need of nothing,” we des- 
perately need a strength of character 
that will reverse the trend of alcohol- 
ism, divorce, juvenile delinquency 
and adult crime. These are on the 
increase everywhere, and I think I 
know the reason why. 

It is because freedom and char- 
acter rise or fall together. You can- 
not develop character without free- 
dom of choice. One must be able to 
choose the wrong in order to develop 
the ability to choose the right. 

On the other hand, freedom cannot 
long endure where there is no char- 
acter to maintain it. 

Charlotte Elliott, author of Just as 
I Am, once wrote to her congressman 
about a matter involving an injustice 
to a certain individual. She received 
the reply that the Senator was too 
busy with plans affecting the great 
American public to he concemed 
about one man. 

It is said that Miss Elliott pasted 
the reply in her album with this com- 
ment penned below it: “When last 
heard from, our Maker had not 
reached this altitude.” 

Here is one of our troubles. We 
are so involved in grandiose schemes 
to save everybody at once that we 
seem to have lost our interest in 
saving individuals. Yet a redeemed 
society can be made of nothing ex- 
cept redeemed men and women. No 
possible rearrangement of bad eggs 
will ever make a good omelet.

A veteran gospel writer defines 
a common term, showing that it 
is more than a figure of speech 


URING A Discussion of the rela- 

tive value of certain translations 

of the Bible, one of the participants 

said: “The version I like best is the 

translation of the Bible which I saw 
in my mother’s life.” 

The writer can say “Amen” to that. 
Up to maturity, he knew very little 
about the Bible so far as reading it 
and studying it for himself was con- 
cerned. But he knew it through a 
godly grandmother who did read it, 
and who did live a life of victory in 
Christ in spite of circumstances and 
difficulties that would have caused 
defeat to the average nominal Chris- 
tian. 

While he did not have the born- 
again experience until some years 
later in life, nevertheless the writer 
knew there was such an experience 
because he knew one who had it. 
That one’s life was to him a true 
translation of the Bible. 

There is food for thought right 
here. A Christian who not only pro- 
fesses to be born again, but who also 
really manifests that experience, cer- 
tainly translates the Bible in a way 
that convinces the unsaved it is more 
than just a fairy tale or a code of 
ethics. 


Ore HEARS A good deal said about 

“Bible Christians.” That term is 
something more than just a figure of 
speech. 

A Bible Christian is one whose 
daily walk is in harmony with the 
teachings of that Book. ‘There are 
thousands of books on ethics, psy- 
chology, behaviorism, “key to the 
Scriptures,” “how to find God,” and 
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so on, but there is only one Book 
by which God measures his people, 
and that is the Bible. So, it will 
pay us to know it and to shape our 
lives in accordance with it. 

The Apostle Paul, writing to the 
Corinthians, said: “Ye are our epis- 
tle written in our hearts, known and 
read of all men.” 

“Walking epistles,” in other words. 
And if we are “walking delegates” 
for Jesus Christ, we may be sure we 
are “known and read of all men” with 
whom we come in contact. They 
may not read the Bible, as we con- 
fessed we did not, but they most 
certainly read our lives; and what 
they read will either convince them 
of the reality or hypocrisy of what 
we profess. 

How important it is to be “epis- 
tles known and read of all men” to 


the glory and praise of God. 


HE INDIVIDUAL OUT of Christ is 

little concerned about how many 
versions of the Bible there are. But 
he is tremendously concerned about 
the professing Christian who so walks 
with God that he can believe there 
is a Bible. 

We read of Enoch that he walked 
so consistently with the Lord that 
after a while he couldn’t be found. 
He was translated. “God took him.” 
Enoch “came up missing.” 

That’s what is going to happen 
to millions of living Christians some 
day if they purpose in their hearts 
to walk with God as Enoch did. 
The “catching away” of the living 
saints and the righteous dead is just 
ahead of us. Jesus Christ is coming 
soon.

hat is the difference between 
Christianizing the world and 
evangelizing the world? 


The Bible nowhere tells us to 
Christianize the world. That is an 
impossible task. This world is not 
going to be Christianized until Jesus 
Christ comes back in person. Only 
then will every knee bow and every 
tongue confess. 

Our job is to evangelize the world, 
to give every tribe, tongue and nation 
an adequate opportunity of hearing 
the gospel and accepting the Lord 


Jesus Christ as personal Saviour. 


There must be representatives in 
the church of Jesus Christ from ev- 
ery tongue, tribe and nation. We are 
not going to Christianize the world 
in our generation; we are going to 
evangelize the world. Why, we have 
not even Christianized one single 
city. There is not a city on the face 
of the earth where everyone is a 
Christian, but there are thousands of 
villages, towns and cities that have 
already been evangelized and where 
there are those who know Jesus Christ 
as their personal Saviour. Our job is 
to bear witness to the entire world. 


hy are Christians not “all-out” 
for world evangelism? 


Of course, in the first place, the 
average Christian does not realize 
that the supreme task of the church 
is the evangelization of the world.

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Missionary 
to the lepers 


ERHAPS THE MOST outstanding 

woman worker among the unfor- 
tunate lepers of India from American 
shores was Mary Reed of Chandag, 
India. 

Mary was born on December 4, 
1854. In 1884 she received the joy- 
ful news that she had been accepted 
as a missionary representative to 
India. 

Upon arrival in January of the 
next year, at Cawnpore, the city of 
her future work, Mary’s health suf- 
fered a serious setback, and she was 
sent to the hill country to recuperate. 
Here, despite her disappointment, 
she made valuable use of the time by 
learning a native language, and be- 
coming acquainted with the people 
and customs. 

But once again God was working 
out a purpose, which though hidden 
for the moment to her eves, when re- 
vealed was seen to be the opening 


door to a very consecrated yet suffer- 
ing field. This was found in her un- 
intended visit to Chandag, where she 
viewed for the first time in her life 
the unfortunate and dire state of at 
least 500 lepers of India. Her heart 
ached for them and she realized the 
great responsibility of the church to 
bring the story of the cross into their 
siitelt. 


ER HEALTH CONTINUED failing, 

and to aid her, the mission board 
arranged a furlough to the United 
States in 1890. 

Resting and enjoying her friends 
and relatives in the homeland revived 
her considerably, but for a constant 
tingling pain in the forefinger of the 
right hand, and the presence of a spot 
on one cheek, near the ear. 

Miss Reed came to the disquieting 
and fearful realization that she her- 
self was a leper. Physicians in both 
the United States and in England 
later confirmed the fact. 

Confiding the nature of her case 
only to her one sister, this courageous 
and Gethsemane-consecrated woman 


left her homeland without kissing 
good-bye to her family or friends, to 
return to India — this time as a fel- 
low-sufferer with India’s unfortu- 
nates. 

She continued for some time serv- 
ing both leper and non-leper. From 
the Mission to Lepers she received 
appointment as superintendent of the 
Leper Homes at Chandag, India. 

Many, many lepers found Christ 
and countless others died in the faith, 
and her work was one of the most 
outstanding missionary enterprises 
of modern time. 

The disease, at its height, attacked 
her vocal cords, causing much pain. 
She wrote friends, “I suffer intense 
pain most of the time. But I find 
His grace most sufficient.” 

Fortunately, the disease did not 
increase or continue in violence. 
Much later, Mary Reed was pro- 
nounced a burned-out case. God un- 
doubtedly effected the cure Mary 
emphatically believed, and her body 
was spared from serious mutilations.

THE UNFOLDING MESSAGE OF THE 


BIBLE 
By G. Campbell Morgan. (Fleming H. 


Revell, cloth binding, price $5.50) 
G CAMPBELL Morcan, the “Prince 

* of Expositors” whose books have 
blessed countless Bible students, once 
said that there are two ways of study- 
ing the Bible: the microscopic and 
the telescopic. 

The method of the microscope is 
to scrutinize every detail, every phrase 
and every word for a detailed under- 
standing of the will of God. This 
method is used to maximum advan- 
tage by Dr. Morgan himself in many 
of his books of Bible exposition. 

The other method is to survey the 
glories of Scripture not in detail but 
in panoramic sweep, as the astron- 
omer uses the 200-inch telescope at 
Mount Palomar to look millions of 
light-years into the depths of space, 
finding there galaxy after galaxy of 
suns and worlds past counting. ‘This 
is the approach to the Bible in G. 
Campbell Morgan’s new book. 

As the astronomer views the heav- 
enly bodies in their cosmic harmony 
and their relationships to vast con- 
stellations of worlds, the reader of 
this new book sees the truths of 
Scripture from the point of view of 
their heavenly harmony and com- 
plex, majestic unity. 

An example of the fascinating 
anecdotes with which Dr. Morgan 
unfolds the message of the Bible in 
this book is the following. He tells 
how he visited the great observatory 
in California with a company of 
others to study the heavens. An old 
man who had been at the observatory 
for fifty years helped each member of 
the group to glimpse the vastness of 
space through the great telescope, and 
then said: 

“If you care to have it, I will give 
you a scientifically accurate descrip- 
tion of this earth.” 


“Of course I would care to have it,” 


replied G. Campbell Morgan. “What 
is it?” 

“This is a scientifically accurate 
description of the earth: The earth is 
next to nothing.” 


"Tere ARE SOME, Dr. Morgan goes 

on to say, who believe that the 
smallness of the earth when com- 
pared with the greatness of the uni- 
verse proves the Bible to be wrong. 
To them, bulk is the evidence of 
greatness, and God cannot be con- 
cerned about people on a planet 
which is astronomically next to 
nothing. 

But this very fact about the earth, 
points out G. Campbell Morgan, is 
at the heart of the Bible. The Book 
of books was not written to glorify 
man but to glorify God. Its first 
sentence points out, “In the begin- 
ning God created the heavens and the 
earth.” Before Him, Isaiah proclaims, 
“the nations are as a drop of a bucket, 
and are counted as the small dust of 
the balance.” CIsaiah 40:15.) 


In other words, not only the earth 
but also all the nations on it in the 
presence of the Almighty are onl 
as significant as a drop of water spill 
ing over from a bucket, or a grain of 
dust on the scales of the balances. 
Scripture, too, assures us that the 
earth is next to nothing — but that 
God is all-important, and _ therefore 
man has hope. 

For many years the Fleming H. 
Revell Company has been the ex- 
clusive publisher of the works of G. 
Campbell Morgan. This new book, 
which will probably be his last pub- 
lication, is based on a series of lec- 
tures the author delivered to his con- 
gregation at Westminster Chapel in 
London on the theme “The Harmony 
of the Testaments.” 

Many of Dr. Morgan’s books are 
noted for their conciseness. This 
compactness of expression is essential 
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to such works as An Exposition of the 
Whole Bible, published two years 
ago and widely acclaimed, for that 
book expounds every chapter of every 
book in the Bible. 

The Unfolding Message of the 
Bible is more like a fireside chat with 
the Prince of Expositors.

IMPORTANCE OF DILIGENCE 





KEY WORD: Diligent 

Solomon is described in the Bible 
as a man to whom “God gave wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, 
and largeness of heart ... he spake 
three thousand proverbs: and _ his 
songs were a thousand and five.” Of 
these only a part of the Book of Prov- 
erbs, Ecclesiastes and the Song of 
Solomon remain to enrich the hearts 
of men. 

The education of Solomon covered 
many branches of learning. His fame 
spread over all the known world and 
brought its elite to his court. The 
Queen of Sheba, seeing his glory and 
hearing his wisdom, exclaimed, “The 
report was true, but the half was not 
told me: thy wisdom and thy pros- 
perity exceed the fame which I 
heard.” (I Kings 10:€-7.) 

Near Wichita, Kansas, one passes 
a beautiful farm. Every field, every 
fence row and corner is free of 
weeds. The farm buildings are 
painted a shining white. Machinery 
is under shelter when not in use, and 
the livestock sleek and well fed. The 
house stands on a beautiful lawn 
bordered with many kinds of shrubs 
and flowers. 

Next to it is a farm in direct con- 
trast: fields and fences grown to 
weeds, unpainted, shabby buildings, 
unkempt yard, scrawny cows and 
chickens, broken-down farm machin- 
ery scattered around and exposed to 
the weather —all of which portray 
the people who live there. One does 
not need a picture to know what the 
owners look like, the kind of clothes 
they wear, and the condition of the 
car they drive! Laziness carries its 
own punishment in full view of the 
world. 
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ies saris the sluggard to 
consider his ways. The philosophy 
of the human sluggard is simple . . 
the world owes him a living! His 
main business is to eat without work- 
ing, but often he works harder to 
keep from working than an indus- 
trious man does on his good-paying 
job. This philosophy is a current 
fallacy which, if not curbed, will 
bring our country to ruin. 


KEY VERSE: Colossians 3:23 

“Whatsoever ye do, do it heartily, 
as to the Lord, and not unto men.” 

Jesus said, “My Father worketh 
hitherto, and I work.” (John 5:17.) 
From the very beginning, work was 
meant to be a blessing, for it was 
ordained by the Creator himself. 
(Genesis 2:15.) Not until the ad- 
vent of sin did work become toil. 
(Genesis 3:17-19.) 

In the connotation of the words, 
“work” indicates any purposeful ef- 
fort, while “toil” means painful and 
fatiguing labor. Work can be a joy- 
ful thing, but toil is more likely dull, 
irksome, and unhappy drudgery. The 
difference lies in a person’s attitudes. 
Are we doing our work as unto the 
Lord? He will honor and bless us in 
it. (Matthew 11:28-30.) Just remem- 
ber God is never in debt to any man, 
and He pays high wages! 

Many persons have an unpleasant 
habit of complaining about their 
work.

KEY FACT: Diligence is rewarded 


Diligence is always rewarded! 
“Seest thou a man diligent in his 
business? He shall stand before kings; 
he shall not stand before mean men.” 


There was a lad, born in poverty 
in a log cabin, who through diligence 
and integrity became President of 
our nation a century ago. Time 
would fail us to mention those who 
early chose a goal, and by persistence 
followed through to success. 


It might also be well to remember 
what happened to the lazy man who 
was given a talent. Slothful in busi- 
ness: not fervent in spirit; not serving 
his Lord, he lost not only the talent, 
but his position and home. 


But what of the “little” man who 
is diligent in his work and consci- 
entious in his life, yet will never 
“stand before kings?” The Word 
answers, “he shall not stand before 
mean men.” In other words, he will 
be respected by neighbors and friends, 
and looked-up-to in his home com- 
munity. (Ecclesiastes 3:22.) 


In I Corinthians 3:9 we are as- 
sured of God’s high regard for His 
workmen, “For we are labourers to- 
gether with God.” What greater re- 
ward could one ask? 

Indeed, in all realms of human 
thought and activity, we are His fel- 
low workers. He depends on us to 
serve Him with diligence in His 
divine scheme of redemption . . . “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the Gospel to every creature ... and 
lo, I am with you always, even unto 
the end.” The final reward is in the 
accolade of Matthew 25:21, “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant 
... enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord.”

THE VIRTUE OF SELF-DISCIPLINE 





KEY WORD: Ruleth 

Originating from the Latin 
“regula,” meaning a straight piece of 
wood, the word “rule” came to mean 
“an established guide or regulation 
for action, conduct, etc.,” and as a 
verb, “to guide, restrain, govern, etc.” 

Closely aligned with the principle 
conveyed by the word “regula,” and 
also of Latin origin, is the word 
“temperance.” This is listed in the 
memory selection of this lesson as 
one of the fruits of the Holy Spirit 
in the life of a Christian. In later 
versions the word is translated “self- 
control.” It is now largely limited to 
a connection with “the temperance 
cause” and is even utilized by the 
liquor traffic to mean moderation in 
the use of its products. To the anti- 
liquor forces it means nothing less 
than total abstinence. But the Scrip- 
tural meaning extends to self-control 
in every avenue of life. 

God made man to be a sovereign 
— a ruler, not a slave. At creation 
He commanded him to “subdue (the 
earth), and have dominion over ... 
every living thing that moveth upon 
the earth.” (Genesis 1:28.) This 
command included himself, for God 
gave him freedom to choose between 
obedience and disobedience, between 
right and wrong. Choosing the wrong 
master made man a slave to Satan. 
(Romans 6:16.) But you say, “I am 
so weak. Temptation is so strong. 
The world is so alluring. How can 
I control the emotions and desires 
which seem to be natural?” 

There is only one way, which God 
in love has provided, and that is by 
yielding completely to another Mas- 
ter, one who has purchased you, “not 
with silver or gold, but the precious 
blood of Christ.” (I Peter 1:18-19.) 

You realize, with the Apostle Paul, 
that “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me,” and 
with this power comes the assurance 
of our lesson text, “He -that is slow 
to anger is better than the mighty, 
and he that ruleth his spirit than he 
that taketh a city.”

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KEY VERSE: Proverbs 7:2 

“Keep my commandments and live; 
and my law as the apple of thine eye.” 

The seven deadly sins — intemper- 
ance, gluttony, lust, sloth, hatred, 
jealousy and greed — along with 
numerous others which stem from 
them, are all subjects of warning in 
the Scriptures. The book of Proverbs 
gives the longest and best description 
in the entire Bible, concerning these 
evils and their results upon the char- 
acter of the sinner, in spirit, soul and 
body. 

The Apostle Paul vividly presents 
the ultimate fate of such wretched 
persons who persist in these evils 
which outrage not only the body but 
the whole personality. (I Corinthians 
6:9-10, 16-18.) The only escape from 
eternal damnation is by being 
“washed, sanctified, and justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and by 
the Spirit of God.” (Verse 11.) 

Fortunate indeed are the children 
who have godly parents or other in- 
structors who teach with truth and 
assurance. 

Modern physicians are coming 
more and more to the conclusion that 
physical health is dependent largely 
upon the state of mind. The Wise 
Man knew that centuries ago. “A 
merry heart doeth good like a med- 
icine: but a broken spirit drieth the 
bones.” (17:22.) 


KEY FACT: The Spirit of God pro- 
duces good fruit 

The history of the race is a sad and 
turbulent story of mankind “kicking 
against the pricks” of God, who would 
have him choose the right. When 
he does yield his will to the Lord, he 
“becomes a new creature in Christ” 
CII Corinthians 5:17). The lovely 
fragrant, and delightful fruits of the 
Spirit spring forth. First to come are 
the love, joy, and peace of God which 
make each day a thing of life and 
beauty and happiness. 

The first three fruits of the Spirit 
having appeared, three others soon 
follow, affecting our attitudes toward 
other people. Longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, and goodness characterize every 
contact of daily life. Then faithful- 
ness, meekness, and self-control bur- 
geon, marking our relationship with 


God. (Galatians 2:20.) 
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A SEARCH FOR LIFE’S MEANING 





KEY WORD: Vanity 

Our word “vanity” is derived from 
the Latin “vanitas,’” meaning empti- 
ness, worthlessness or futility. 

The writer of Ecclesiastes, who 
calls himself the Preacher, undertook 
a research study of the meaning of 
life. Not having full revelation, as 
we do, what he emt had to come 
from personal experience and obser- 
vation, and this convinced him that 
it is “vanity of vanities.” He probably 
deduced this as much from the ethi- 
cal and philosophical reasoning of 
which he was capable, as from his 
own actual experimentation. 

However, he treats only of that 
which is “under the sun,” and con- 
sequently leaves a record of the bitter 
disappointment awaiting those whose 
faith and hope and love do not soar 
above the sun, “where Christ sitteth 
on the right hand of God.” CColos- 
sians 3:1.) 

He says of his search that he gave 
himself to the study of philosophy 
and science; to prove the power of 
mirth, laughter, and wine to impart 
the satisfaction he sought; he built 
great buildings; planted gardens, and 
orchards, pet made great irrigation 
systems; he obtained wealth, slaves 
and beautiful works of art. He or- 
ganized symphony orchestras and 
choral groups. He became rich, 
powerful, and world-famous. But in 
spite of it all, the ambitions and pleas- 
ures of his life left him feeling empty 
and futile. 

Then where could happiness be 
found, if not in possessions, environ- 
ment and achievement? Could it be 
in wisdom? The answer did not sat- 
isfy his soul, for he saw that both 
the wise man and the fool came to a 
common end. Both died and were 
soon forgotten. Everything was van- 
ity and vexation of spirit. 

This then is the weakness of hu- 
man wisdom when it alone is the 
goal of life and does not strive to at- 
tain “the wisdom that is from above” 
(James 3:13-17). True happiness 
and the real meaning of life lie in 
service to God and man. Jesus found 


His joy through sacrifice and service, 
(Hebrews 12:2), and He passes that 
joy on to us through the Holy Spirit. 
(John 15:11.) 


KEY VERSE: Ecclesiastes 3:1 

“To everything there is a season, 
and a time to every purpose under 
the heaven.” 

A common complaint often given 
as an excuse for failure to accomplish 
is, “I didn’t have time.” That is not 
always the real difficulty. Every per- 
son has exactly the same amount of 
time, 24 hours from sunrise to sun- 
tise, in which “to rejoice, and to do 
good in his life . . . eat and drink, and 
enjoy the good of all his labor,” and 
to practice “the whole duty of man,” 
which is to “Fear God and keep his 
commandments.” 

The real trouble is not understand- 
ing the value of time. Everyone of 
us wastes time in frivolous, unessen- 
tial things which do no one any good, 
and often do much harm. Never be 
guilty of saying, “I’m just killing 
time,” for a moment gone can never 
be relived. It is one of the most pre- 
cious of our possessions. 

Thank God for your time. Take 
time to decide your eternal destiny, 
and discover that with God “the years 
will bring richer floods of love and 
life, and sweeter songs to sing.” 

Use your time for His glory and 
cynicism will fade away, the meaning 
of life will become clear. Set your 
heart, as Paul advises “that ye might 
be filled with the knowledge of his 
will in all wisdom and spiritual un- 
derstanding. Rejoice in the Lord al- 
ways ... and the peace of God which 
passeth understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through Jesus 


Christ.” 


KEY FACT: Only life with Christ 
satisfies 

The Preacher agrees with the pessi- 
mistic reasoning of Job, “Man that 
is born of a woman is of few days 
and full of trouble.” But Jesus prom- 
ises, “In the world ye shall have trib- 
ulation: but be of good cheer; I have 
overcome the world.” (John 16:33.) 

Paul confirms the validity of this 
promise. “But we have this treasure 
in earthen vessels, that the excellency 
of the power may be of God, and not 
of us. (See II Corinthians 4:7-18.) 
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TWO VIEWS OF LIFE 





KEY WORD: Remember 

Psychology maintains that every 
experience of life is written into the 
subconscious mind, and is never for- 
gotten. This has led some to theorize 
that the subconscious mind could be 
the mystic book of the soul that will 
present evidence pro and con on the 
day of judgment. That is the day 
when the dead, small and great, shall 
come from their graves, to stand be- 
fore the Great White Throne of God. 

Therefore, remember! Bring to 
mind your Creator, while the heart 
is still plastic with youth. Remember 
that during the first 20 years of life 
both character and destiny are largely 
determined. Unless the new birth is 
experienced and “a new creature in 
Christ” emerges to glorify its Creator, 
physical death means eternal punish- 
ment for the sins committed in the 
flesh. 

To “remember thy Creator” early 
is vastly important, not only because 
of eternal implications, but in regard 
to time. A life built upon trust in 
and obedience to the commands of 
God is the only satisfactory, happy, 
and meaningful life. It is a life en- 
tiched, not embittered, by the exper- 
iences of the years ... of one “who 
sees the stars shine through his cy- 
press trees,” because he knows that 
the God who made the eternal stars 
can dispel the puny shadows of the 
trees. He can see, in the dust be- 
neath his feet, not the ultimate end, 
“dust to dust,” but the bright promise 
of resurrection, as the seed planted 
in the dust dies to bring forth a new 
body, glorious and powerful. 


KEY VERSE: II Timothy 4:7 

“I have fought a good fight, | have 
finished my course, I have kept the 
faith.” 

This verse symbvlizes the antithe- 
sis of Solomon’s beautifully poetic 
but pessimistic description of old age 
in Ecclesiastes 12:1-8. The obvious 
conclusion that even though it is 
better to “fear God and keep his com- 
mandments,” life is still vain and 
empty, just “vanity of vanities.” 
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The difference is in Christ who 
came “that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abun- 
dantly,” and who warns that “a man’s 
life consists not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth,” but 
of treasure he has laid up in heaven. 

Paul, in Philippians 3:4-9, lists the 
things he had discarded as worthless 
in order to possess Christ. Again in 
II Corinthians 6:4-10 he describes 
what it means to have Christ ... “as 
having nothing, and yet possessing 
all things.” In chapter 11:23-29 is a 
list of sufferings and struggles he had 
endured. He asked Christ to remove 
a certain “thorn in the flesh,” and He 
replied, “My grace is sufficient for 
thee: for my strength is made per- 
fect in weakness. Most gladly there- 
fore will I rather glory in my infirm- 
ities, that the power of Christ may 
rest upon me . . . for when I am weak, 
then am I strong.” 

The grand old warrior revelled in 
the “abundant life” with Christ, and 
at its end could say, “The time of my 
departure is at hand. I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith.” 


KEY FACT: Your crown is reserved 

Recently a book publishing com- 
pany sent out an advertising letter to 
prospective customers, saying, “A copy 
of this valuable book has been re- 
served in your name.” But nothing 
in the announcement implied that 
the book was free. Certain condi- 
tions were stated. When the cus- 
tomer met those conditions, the book 
was mailed to him and it became his 
property. 

A crown of righteousness has been 
reserved for you, and will become 
your personal property at that day, 
when “the Lord, the righteous judge” 
personally hands them out, provided 
His conditions have been met and 
you “have loved his appearing.” If so, 
it surely means “ye are washed, ye 
are sanctified, ye are justified in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of our God.” (I Corinthians 
6:11.) 

For the wages of sin is death, but 
the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. (Romans 6: 
22-23.) Here are the two kinds of 
lite. The choice is yours. Which will 
vou take? 
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
